HE purpose of planning is to apply certain policies 
for the public benefit.” At last we have found 
a simple phrase defining planning. A phrase we can 
trot out when asked for our definition by some awk- 
ward person. This is usually an aggrieved person who 
has been “planned against” and is anxious to know 
what planning and planners are really up to. We can 
now tell them. 

This was our first reaction when we heard Mr. Peter 
Self, of the London School of Economics, so define 
planning in his address on “Planning Aims 
Machinery” to the Town and Country Planning Summer 
School at Cambridge. Unfortunately, he did not allow 
us to remain long in this happy state; he quickly 
brought us to earth and shattered our hopes long before 
We had at first blush over- 
in the sentence

It may be thought that it is all very well for us to 
plead for a need for a clearer policy from planning 
authorities when they do not obtain a lead from above.

HE placing of this building on the site was 
naturally determined by the position of the 
borehole from which water was to be pumped, 
and as this borehole was very near to the road 
and to adjoining buildings, the relationship of the 
building to the borehole was more or less fixed 
The size and height of the pump room was 
determined by the equipment layout and the 
necessity to provide a travelling gantry crane. 
Other ancillary accommodation has been grouped 
around the pump room 
It was decided to keep as much equipment as 
possible out of the pump room so that a clear 
space could be provided for easy supervision of 
instruments and to allow for a high standard of 
internal finish. Consequently the instrument 
cabinets are placed in a separate room with the 
instrument panels facing into the pump room

_ The walls are in load-bearing brickwork and 
altgrnator ‘base the floors and roof in reinforced concrete, 
Elevational treatment is similar to the previous 


blocks of offices and garages erected on this site, 
but the main elevation of the pump room was 
affected by the request that the equipment in the 
pump room should be afforded sufficient protec- 
tion by solid brick walls. Pale buff and dark 
purple brown facing bricks have been used. 

The Chlorinator Room is isolated from the 
pump room but is visible through a glazed screen. 
The remaining accommodation consists of an 
office for the pump house Superintendent and a 
Mess Room for the staff. A basement is provided 
to give good access to all pipework and to provide 
ample storage space. This made necessary the 
construction of a large mass concrete base for 
the diesel engine and alternator which has been 
placed on a “Coresil” insulation pad. 

The internal finishes in the pump room are 
3in X 3in blue ceramic tiles with 9in Qin 
squares of white tiles for the floor with duct covers 
in aluminium tread plate. The walls are tiled full 
height with 12in x 8in glazed tiles. The side 
walls are in pale blue and the wall behind the 
pumps and to the face of the equipment tower in 
navy blue. An acoustic tile false ceiling has been 
provided to reduce noise from the equipment, and 
this is painted bright yellow. The false ceiling is 
hung from the roof beams which are coloured red 
with the exposed concrete ceiling panels in white. 
The gantry crane is painted light grey with 
wheels and hook in dark maroon, and the gantry 
rail in white. The four pumps are in pale cream 
and the diesel engine and alternator in pale 
cream and light grey with areas of navy blue and 
dark maroon. 

The entrance hall and lobby have the same blue 
and white ceramic tile flooring, and in the entrance 
hall is a mural in tiles which depicts an 18th Cen- 
tury beam engine and a wind pump. The remain- 
ing walls are plaster, painted light and dark grey 
with a bright yellow panel over the entrance 
doors. The ceilings are navy blue. 

Cost of the buildings and ancillary works was 
approximately £34,000; electrical and mechanical 
plant, £32,000, pipelines £34,000; underground 
works, £22,000. Total: £122,000.

An ideal solution to 
this arrangement is well-nigh impossible. By 
double-banking these rooms and providing sliding 
folding partitions on to the corridor, classrooms 
and servery can be opened into a reasonably clear 
space for dining, whilst a series of separate rooms 
can be quickly shut off for teaching. This block 
is two-storey with classrooms on top; thus clere- 
story windows are possible over the corridor roof, 
giving not only light to every room from two 
sides but, more important in this case, cross- 
ventilation. The kitchen is on the ground floor 
with service lifts to the servery over. 


Special Features 


The link which joins administration and class- 
room block is a separate structure on its own with 
expansion joints at each end. It connects on two 
floor levels, first floor for children, second floor 
for staff. It consists of two reinforced concrete 
platforms carried on four pillars, the side walls 
consisting of glazing in thin aluminium mullions. 

Two sound-deadening materials have been used 
for the ceilings of classrooms and circulation 
spaces: woodwool slabs, where pipes have to be 
concealed above it and elsewhere asbestos sprayed 
direct on to concrete. 

The curtain screen between entrance and 
assembly halls can be looped up. It allows the 
assembly hall to be used in the reverse direction, 
ie., the curtain can form a proscenium for the 
entrance hall as stage allowing for presentations 
involving large numbers of characters. There is 
also a normal stage at the other end of the 
assembly hall with draw-back proscenium curtain 
and stage lighting with dimmer switchboard. 

In designing the colour scheme for the school 
generally, roughly three groups of separate 
colour scheme were devised. Thus from any single 
viewpoint a single harmony can be seen, the 
schemes varying from point to point. Including 
the coloured glazed tiles some sixteen different

timbers, floors and other self-coloured materials. 


Structure: Notes 


Ihe classroom blocks are of in situ reinforced con- 
crete frame construction four and five storeys high. 
The floor and roof slabs are of hollow tile construc- 
tion, to provide sound absorption and reduce the load 
on the frames. 

An external beamless staircase in reinforced concrete 
provides means of escape from fifth to fourth floors. 

Precast concrete facing slabs were used as permanent 
shuttering to the edges of the exposed floor slabs and 
the windows are fixed to precast concrete mullions. 

Normal bases connected by ground beams are used, 
and these are stepped due to the fall along the class- 
room blocks 

The Administration block is also in situ reinforced 
concrete with a colonnade below first floor. The 
building is of double cantilever construction. 

A semi-circular staircase spans between second and 
third floors, without supporting beams or columns. 

The Administration Block is connected to the class- 
room by a bridge link at first floor level which is also 
of double cantilever construction. 

The Assembly Hall consists of precast concrete 
portal frames supporting a woodwool felt covered roof. 
This building contains the foyer at first floor level. 
From here, the main entrance is reached from the street 
by a reinforced concrete cantilever bridge. 

The kitchen and dining block has light structural 
steel frames. It is two storeys high, containing boiler 
house at ground floor level. The Gymnasium is also 
steel framed; lattice beams carry the woodwool roof. 


The Services provided are Space Heating, Domestic 


Boiler Plant with a total output of approximately 


5.000.000 B.T.U./hr. is installed of which 1,000,000 
B.T.U. is available for Domestic Hot Water supplies. 
Boilers are cast iron sectional types fired by fully 
automatic oil Burners using Medium Fuel oil. Oil 
storage of 10,000 gals. is provided. Heating and 
Domestic Hot Water Circulating pumps are in dupli- 
cate, 


The two Heating boilers are controlled by Indoor 


Outdoor regulator and the whole plant is controlled 
by a time switch, with facilities for the extended 
running of the heating in kitchen, assembly hall and 
gymnasium blocks if required. A_ frost protection 
thermostat in a remote part of the heating circuit will 
override the time switch during “off” periods should 
the water temperature fall to near freezing point and 
start the plant. 


Generally the classrooms are heated by means of 


convector heaters concealed in voids beneath the 
windows. Elsewhere radiators are used and heated 
pipe coils are incorporated in cloakroom fittings. 
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Domestic hot water is indirectly 
heated from the central boiler plant 
and is stored in two calorifiers, one 
800 gals. situated in the Boiler 
Room and serving the Kitchen, 
Changing Room, Showers, etc., and 
one 600 gals. situated in the Class- 
room Block and serving House- 
craft, Science Laboratories and 
Students’ Lavatories. Water for the 
students’ showers in the Gymnasium 
is blended. 

Cold water services are supplied 
from two 3,000 gals. storage tanks 
situated in a tank room above the 
Classroom Block. Mains water ts 
supplied to drinking fountains and 
for culinary purposes in the main 
kitchen 

Gas is supplied to the Science 
Laboratories and to a proportion 
of the cooking, washing and drying 
equipment the Housecraft 
Rooms 

Fire Hose Reels supplied from an 
independent fire main are installed 
throughout the school with a central 
4in Hydrant in the grounds. Foam 
lines are provided for Boiler and Oil 
Storage Rooms

and some 5 miles of piping have

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The new cultural centre opens to a spacious and kindly esplanade, on which there are individual 
shops, shadowed by great trees, in the angle of the very crowded crossing ‘‘Steinenberg- 
Theaterstrasse’’. It forms the relation to the neighbourhood, Concert halls (C) and the museum 
lodged in the gothic Franciscan church (Barfusserkirche) (BA). In consequence of the slope 
of the ground, the ‘‘skyscrapers'’ have different heights and their position prevents an 
unwished monumental effect. The monumentality is reserved to St. Elizabeth's Church 
The theatre building lies in the natural centre of gravity of the slope. Narrowness and largeness 
of the squares alternate with passages, vistas, terraces, entrenchments, balconies and large 
stairs. The buildings bounding the squares are by turns high and low. They keep the openness 
of the squares and yet they make them to seem closed. Shops under arcades are along the 
squares and streets. The many communications in longitudinal, transverse and diagonal 
directions animate the places strongly 


Mumford criticized this project as ‘‘a very tight but lovely solution of a very difficult 
problem, which is formed with very clever aesthetics and charming disposition of green 
spaces."’ 


The area of the cultural centre is a refuge for pedestrians, a zone of spiritual concentration. 
The church rises independently, as its builder wanted it in the last century. Round about it 
all buildings stay low. More highly and lowly situated squares are bounded by buildings of 
different characters. The upper are assigned to the contemplation, the lower to the arts, 
the open air performances and dances. Religion, art and business are strictly separated 
The streets stay closed and on the side of the cultural centre they are bounded as to speak 
exclusively by three floored buildings. On the outside there are the usual six floored buildings 
of the large cities 


PROJECT FOR 


ARCHITECT: F. 


OME time ago, the city of Basle 

(Switzerland) held a competition 
in order to obtain designs for a 
cultural centre in the heart of the 
town. The first prize was awarded to 
Mr. Fritz Lodewig, a local architect, 
whose solution is shown on_ these 
pages. The jury, comprising some of 
the most prominent architects in 
Switzerland and Germany, based tts 
decision on “the good overall layout 
containing interesting, practical and 
architecturally artistic propositions”. 
The trend of creating cultural centres 
is new and such a project, therefore, 
challenging and rewarding. 


The Task: 

The problem was to unite, in a 
harmonious way, three types of build- 
ings of radically different character 
Sacred: a church, already on the site, 
with parsonage kindergarten; 
Profane but inspired: two theatres and 
an art gallery; Commercial: several 
office buildings, shops and restaurants. 
Three of the streets surrounding the 
site are important thoroughfares 
the intersections “Steinenberg/Elisa- 
bethenstrasse” and “Theaterstrasse 
Steinenberg” being today, owing to 
heavy traffic, very dangerous. Through 
these three arteries flows the pulsating 
life of the city, whereas the fourth 
street, “Klosterberg”, is a compara- 
tively quiet lane. 


The Site: 

The site measures 65O0ft x 390ft and 
includes a drop of 35ft from 
“Elisabethenstrasse” to  “Theater- 
strasse”’. The project in question takes 
good advantage of this slope by trans- 
forming it into wide terraces receding 
from “Theaterstrasse’ and climbing 
gently towards the church, thus creat- 
ing a peaceful refuge for the pedes- 
trian. An ample network of walks 
connects these quiet areas with the 
pulsating business activities of the 
town. 

The location of the various build- 
ings divides the site into two distinct 
parts: the northern half becomes the 
section of active business life with 
banks, office buildings, “skyscrapers”,

The seat of 
the bank management is housed in a 
building only three floors high, flanked 
by a “skyscraper” heusing its many 
offices. The office building on “Elisa- 
bethenstrasse” is set back from the 
street line; free standing shops and 
arcades help to open up its massive 
volume by offering a view to what lies 
across on the other side. 


The Underground Garage: 


Only two floors below the street 
level of “Theaterstrasse’” and served 
by three pairs of entrances and exits, 
this garage will offer space for park- 
ing and servicing about 550° cars. 
Entrances and exits lie in the direc- 
tion of the traffic flow of “Theater- 
strasse” and “Barflisserplatz”. Five 
flights of stairs connect the garage on 
the one side with “Theaterstrasse” and, 
on the other, with the upper squares, 
shops and office buildings. 
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May 16th 

After standing on the job for some three months the 
boiler was finally connected to the system. The system was 
filled with water, the many leaking connections tightened 
and the occupier told that he could rely on heating and 
hot water when he moved into the house. The occupier 
noticed that there were odd « amp pat hes on the floors near 
radiators and reported them to the foreman, who replied 
he was having a final check made now that the water 
pressure was available and all would be well. 


May 18th 

The occupier moved into the house. The leaks had 
diminished but some remained under where bowls and basins 
had to be placed fo protect wood block floors and « arpets 
Later in the day the fire was lit and it was said that the 
Architect checked the system and its heating ability. The 
occupier suggested that, since the boiler makers’ instruc- 
tions required access monthly to the smoke pipe for 
cleaning, it would be helpful if the hot water calorifier 
could be moved instead of being within 2in of the soot 
door and completel) blocking all possible access; this was 
achieved by removing the lagging and arranging a cut out 
in the casing ! 


May 19th 

The occupier complained to the foreman, who was still 
on the job, that the boiler room floor was wet near the 
front of the boiler and as there was dripping water at one 
point, a leak was feared. The foreman said he thought it 
was condensation inside the metal casing which often 
happened but he would watch it. 


May 21st to June 19th 

The occupier rang up the builder every few days ap- 
pealing for attention to what had become an obvious leak 
in the boiler. The builder regularly promised to send and 
inspect, so did the foreman until he left the site for another 
job and so did every workman calling to finish outstanding 
oddments 


June 20th 
After threats and appeals the builder promised to send 
his plumber to see what was being complained about 


June 22nd 

The builder's plumber called and spent most of the da 
going from room to room with an outsized wrench in his 
hand. On leaving he reported to the occupier’s wife that 
he had tightened everything and there would be no more

June 24th 

The occupier, having allowed two days to elapse in 
which the floor could dry, telephoned builder to say the 
damp patch near the boiler was still there and seemed to 
have extended. The builder replied that he had done all he 
could so he would tell the heating engineer, who was the 
sub-contractor for the job 


June 30th 

No reaction from the heating engineer, and the damp 
patch still there but presumably due to the heat from the 
boiler was little or no worse but certainly not better. The 
occupier went for his holiday.

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July 14th 

The occupier returns from his holiday and proceeds to 
boiler room to light the boiler. He found the damp patch 
still there and only a little worse, but on opening the fire 
door he saw about lin of water in the ashpit. He tele- 
phoned the builder who promised immediate attention as

After frequent telephone calls the builder rings up to 
say that the boiler maker has told the heating engineer 
that he will replace the boiler as it seems to have a leak, 
but will the heating engineer provide labour to dismantle 
the existing hoiler and also the necessary tackle to lift 
the boilers from and to his lorry over the area railings as 
the steps and gate are too narrow, Heating Engineer asks 
huilder to provide tackle and labour as he has only fitters 
Finally it was agreed between them that each would do his 
part and the occupier told that the change over would he 


made on August \6th 


August Ii2th 

Occupier told that job would now be done on \9th and 
not \6th as previously arranged (no reasons given) and the 
men would arrive to dismantle and erect tackle at ® am 
as the boiler would arrive at 10.30 a.m 


August 19th THE DAY 

119 a.m. the tackle was delivered and five men arrived 
to erect it. At 9.30 a.m. occupier was asked if he would 
telephone the builders to say the fitters had not arrived 
The foreman of the labourers then asked occupier if an 
electrician was coming as the thermostat was electrically 
operated and needed to he disconnected. At 945 in 
desperation the occupier left for his office. On the occupier’ s 
return home in the evening the new boiler was in place, 
much paintwork was missing from the railings, parts of 
also missing so that the lowest 


hasement were 


sleps 
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support hung from the handrail and a pool of sooty, greasy 
water covered one-third of the boiler room floor and dirty 
footmarks led up the stair carpets to the supply tanks on 
the top floor. Badly leaking joints near the boiler were 
adding rapidly to the mess on the floor. A message left 
with the daily help said the fitters would be back in the 
morning to finish the job ! 


August 20th 


The fitter arrived at 8.30, tightened the leaking joints 
and left before 9.0 saying he had completed his part but 
the electrician would call later to re-connect the thermo- 
Stat, and someone would fix the smoke pipe. 

A telephone call to the builder brought a reply that he 
hoped the electrician would call on Monday and he would 
send to fix the smoke pipe but being Saturday he could 
not send until Monday. 


August 21st 


The occupier felt that some effort must be made to 
remove the drying patch of soot, grease and jointing 
material from the floor and being Sunday evening it might 
he an opportunity to assist a harassed housewife. As first 
duty he inspected the new boiler and to his horror found

the ashpit swimming in water ! Was it another faulty 
boiler or merely due to leaky connections said to have been 
put right before the fitter left so hurriedly? The cleaning 
was abandoned in favour of the removal of water from the 
ash pit to see whether or not the water reappeared by 


the morning. 


August 22nd 


Signs of water remained but there was no obvious 
increase, so the occupier departed for his office. At noon 
his wife telephoned to say that the electrician had re- 
connected the thermostat but could not check it until the 
fire was alight and as the smoke pipe was still unfixed he 
would have to leave it. 

Somewhat exasperated the occupier dictated these notes 
to the editor enquiring if the building industry was always 
so unorganized that it took three months to discover and 
correct a faulty piece of welding which could so easily 
be known at the time of making. The occupier, being 
an architect, has written these firms off his list of 
future suppliers and contractors, but it still remains for 
time to indicate if the new boiler also has a leak and if 
the smoke pipe will be refixed before the main heating 
Season Starts. 


Planning Summer School - Cambridge 


N less than 20 years, the Town and 

Country Planning Summer School 
has become unique in character. Why 
and how has this been achieved? The 
place of venue has much to do with 
the success. For instance, this year 
it was held at Cambridge, the 
students of the School being mainly 
bedded (if that ts the right word) in 
Trinity and King’s. Could a finer 
setting for any school be found? 
Could a more conducive atmosphere 
to learning have been chosen? 

Every year the School meets at one 
of our larger universities, and the 
academic atmosphere is in no small 
measure a reason for the success of 
this annual event, an event which is 
having a profound influence on public 
administration in the planning field. 

No less a reason for its success is 
the scope of the subjects discussed, 
debated and expounded. Informal 
debates take place until early hours 
of the morning on every aspect of 
planning. These are not to be found 
in the official programme but they 
are invaluable to those who have 
little Opportunity to discuss problems 
with others in similar areas who have 
identical problems 

As each year passes, i is noticeable 
that the School is becoming more and 
more cosmopolitan in character, Its 
reputation is becoming world wide 
and although students have 


attended from behind the Iron Curtain 


there were this year no less than 36 
from overseas, as far apart as Malaya 
and New York, California and Copen- 
hagen. The largest contingent this 
year was from Portugal. 

In opening the School Sir George 
Pepler, the President, recalled that they 
last met in Cambridge in 1948. It was, 
in his estimation, a very good thing for 
planners occasionally to get within an 
academic atmosphere where problems 
could be considered not at their face 
value but in the light of facts dis- 
covered, prejudice popular 
clamour being disregarded. Although 
there is a small minority of elected 
representatives present, this in no way 
cramps the style of the officials who 
comprise the majority of the students. 
Local politics and prejudices are for- 
gotten and the wider aspects of plan- 
ning are placed before the assembled 


students in the form of delivered 
papers. 
The School was welcomed by 


representatives of the University, the 
City and the County Council. All 
three made frequent allusions to the 
Cambridge Development Plan which 
has caused such controversy both 
within the city and in the national 
press. It was pleasing to hear the 
Chairman of Cambridge County 
Council, the planning authority for 
the city, state that one of his commit- 
tee’s main objects had been to pre- 
serve the city as a national university 


town-—indeed, he added, inter- 
national university town. 

In his address of welcome he raised 
a point which I feel all architects 
would endorse, he urged planning 
authorities to put their requirements 
simply and easily for “us ignorant 
people” who sought permission for 
various purposes 

At previous schools it has been the 
practice to invite one of the university 
lecturers to present an outline of the 
growth of the university city but on 
this occasion Mr. F. R. Salter, O.B.E., 
M.A., Warden of Madingley Hall, 
delivered the opening address on “The 
Growth of a Civic Conscience,” an 
appropriate subject for a school of 
this nature. He traced the history and 
evolution of the various acts and 
impetuses which had led up to the 
present day concepts of local govern- 
ment. Historically speaking, he 
pointed out, civic conscience was of 
recent development and was one that 
had led almost inevitably to planning. 

He explained how individualism, or 
a selfish partnership in vested interest, 
had been the obstacle of progress, yet 
it had been the exercise of civic con- 
science by individuals that had been 
its salvation. 

The first of the four delivered 
papers was given by Mr. A. E. S. 
Alcock, planning adviser to the Gold 
Coast Government, and was on the 
Development and Planning in West 
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Africa. The Gold Coast he described 
as the richest British colony per 
capita in West Africa and as about the 
size of Great Britain. The population 
number in the region of 44 millions, 
almost entirely African. Most of the 
colony's wealth is derived from cocoa. 

From the architects’ point of view 
it interesting to hear of the 
prospects. The building industry has 
been very active in recent years, and 
the programme the speaker outlined 
was encouraging for the future 

Mr. Alcock described at some 
length the planning of new towns in 
the Gold Coast and in particular the 
new seaport town of Tema. Sixty- 
three square miles of land were 
acquired, and a new town corporation 
established. The corporation has the 
dual function of a new town deve- 
loper and a local authority 

On the success or otherwise of the 
new town of Tema will depend 
whether the same principles will be 
adopted in other new towns, particu- 
larly in the new town for the alumin- 
ium factory of the Volta’ River 
Project. The purpose of this project 
is the production of hydro-electric 
power to smelt the Gold Coast's rich

bauxite deposit into aluminium for 
export. 
Air Transport 


The second morning was devoted to 
a paper entitled Air Transport, bril- 
liantly delivered by Mr. Peter Mase- 
field of B.E.A.. Within the space of 
an hour Mr. Masefield had convinced 
his audience of over 400 that the only 
way to travel was by air. Arr trans- 
port has doubled its traffic every five 
years and in the next decade hopes to 
reduce its fares by 40 per cent. 

The future of the helicopter was 
discussed, both by the lecturer and the 
groups. Mr. Masefield pointed out 
that although at very short ranges the 
helicopter gives promise of becoming 


an excellent solution on a journey 
time basis—-being able to fly direct 
between city centres-—-yet from the 


economic viewpoint there is no more 
expensive means of progression, the 
reason being the helicopter is small, 
complex and slow. Over a distance 
of SO miles a fare of at least 2/6d 
have to be charged 


a 
mile would to 
meet costs 

The problems which remain to be 
solved before the helicopter can be- 
come a_ Satisfactory commercial 
vehicle are; size not less than 50 seats, 
speed not less than 15 m.p.h., two 
engines and a reduction in the noise 
factor Ten years, the speaker felt, 
would elapse before these objectives 
will be achieved 

From the planning and architect- 
ural point of view the need would be 
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to reserve rotor station sites of 
400 feet square, surrounded by battle 
walls on elevated sites in the large 
centres, such as the roofs of buildings 
specially strengthened or railway 
Station roots 

Mr. Masefield warned his audience 
that in the long term future they 
should not ignore the possibilities of 
vertical take-off with wing aircraft 
although, for a long time to come, the 
noise factor may rule it out of city 
centres. We were, he stressed, still in 
the early stages of air transport, with 
the really big development still ahead 
This included nuclear propulsion, 
supersonic cruising speeds and verti 
cal take-off and, with these, lower 
economic fares. In the next SO years 
we would see greater advances than 
we had witnessed in the last SI years 
since the Wright brothers first flew 


The School was brought down to 
earth the following day by Mr. C. H 
Cuttriss, a director of the first in 
dustrial firm to move its factory from 
London to the new town of Crawley 
From the planning viewpoint this 
difficult but essential step, the reloca- 
tion of industry, if many plans are to 
become a reality, was of vital interest 


The drawbacks in the early stages 
were isolation in a sea of building 
activity, higher rents, lack of enter- 
tainments, transport costs to and from 
London and the difficulty of adoles 
cence. After four years of tribulation 
the firm had reached the threshold of 


the future and they thought the 
prospects looked good. 

Friday was devoted to discussing 
the paper by Mr. Peter Self of the 
London School of Economics on 
Planning Aims and Machinery. He 
advocated the transfer of responsi 
bility for industrial location to the 


Minister responsible for planning, and 
had far reaching suggestions on local 
government reform, particularly in 
connection with the area to be admin 
istered. In this connection he sug 
gested that it be reorganised on the 
basis of directly elected regional and 
area councils. The 19th-century notion 
of an all-purpose county borough was 
no longer workable, he emphasised, 
and likewise the county was no less 
In their place he recom

In 
this connection the Pye Radio Group 
which might well have threatened 
Cambridge and become similar to the 
Nuffield Group at Oxford, had been 
persuaded not to expand in the city 
but to build factories in surrounding

HERE are few, if any, easy 
answers to the problem of re- 
duction and suppression of noise. 
There are palliatives such as sound 
absorbents and double windows, but 
mostly these are by no means really 
effective. So far the subject seems 
to be of interest to a very limited 
few, but as the complaints grow on 
account of the effect on the hearing 
and on health, it would seem that 
public opinion will force an increas- 


ing study of the subject. It was of 
great interest to find that at the 
recent annual health conference 


held in Bournemouth, promoted by 
the Royal Society for the Promotion 
of Health (then the Royal Sanitary 
Institute), one of the sessions of the 
Section on Occupational Health was 
devoied to noise. It was realized 
that the subject was becoming most 
important to the public generally, to 
industrialists and ultimately to the 
architects responsible for buildings. 

The three papers read at the con- 
ference were of great interest to 
specialist technicians in the field of 
noise, but touched only to a limited 
degree on the subject from the 
architect’s point of view. The open- 
ing speaker in the discussion, Mr. P 
Cutbush, A.R.L.B.A., of the B.S.L., 
endeavoured to air the architect's 
view and to stress the serious need 
for real guidance from the special- 
ists. However, since the papers 
were written by doctors and the 


audience appeared from the report 
to be largely composed of medical 
Officers of health, his efforts seem 
unfortunately to have received only 
conference 


limited attention. The 
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Why go to an architect, one may ask, 


if the house cannot be erected? There 
is scope for the R.I.B.A. to use its 
influence on this question. 

I feel that those architects who have 
had plans refused by planning auth- 
orities would have agreed with the 
speaker who advocated that the 
wording of the refusal should not be 
in a planning jargon but in a language 
which could be understood. The 
authorities’ aim should be to look at 
the application from the angle of the 
applicant and if for some good reason 
the application was refused he should 


be able to understand why. A stereo- 


be done about 


was much more concerned with 
noise in relation to its liability to 
cause deafness in industry with con- 
sequent claims on the industrialists 
or loss of output 

A large proportion of modern 
technical developments in the engin- 
eering field, and to a measure in the 
building and civil engineering fields, 
create noise which seems be 
accepted as inevitable. One can but 
feel that if there were to be an 
adequate public consciousness of the 
effects on health, there would be 
much greater effort made to control 
or reduce it. The volume and pitch 
of noise have much bearing on the 
disturbance of the public; for 
example, the very great increase in 
the use of the light motor-cycle or 
scooter and the power assisted 
bicycle seem to create absolutely 
unjustified discomfort to the public 
as their high pitched noise, which 
should be capable of almost com- 
plete silencing, is audible for very 
long distances. The motor car can 


to 


be silenced quite effectively and 
owners should be forced to keep 
their noise within defined limits. 


What advantage is restriction of the 
use of horns, if, for example, the 
engine can make as much noise as 
it likes? One feels that it should 
not be beyond the knowledge of the 
mechanical engineer to limit many 
of the noises, such as those of the 
mechanical compressor and the con- 
crete mixer, especially when used in 
our streets. Another source of urban 
noise which is most disturbing to 
sleep in residential areas that 
caused by those who arrive home 
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typed refusal just wont do; each 
application should be considered in- 
dependently. 

Even the architectural gems of 
Cambridge did not appear to deter 
students from discussing and arguing 
planning from morn till late at night.

indicate a need for new 
thinking in the planning of our 
streets and the buildings which 
adjoin them. One wonders if we 
ought to be considering the con- 


struction of walls forming the 
frontages to. streets merely 


supports and screens from noise in 
which no openings are placed for 
light and ventilation ! 

Ought we also to face our buildings 
with materials which do not reflect 
sound towards those facing them. It 
may be argued that it is rather a 
waste of time for the architect to 
concern himself with trying to make 
life for his clients more comfortable 
since he is unable to take any truly 
useful action in regard to the aero- 
planes which pass overhead* and 
which grow daily more efficient 
producers of noise, or because of the 
radio, especially those non-stop sets 
played at maximum output, audible 
throughout the adjoining owners 
premises and not infrequently 
listened to without any serious con- 
sciousness of what is coming over it. 
In spite of these apparently uncon- 
trollable sources of noise there must 
be many others, if the architect 
persuaded his client to spend rea- 
sonable sums, which could be 
obviated or at least reduced for the 
common good. I do not suggest that 
the architect should ensure that 
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switches are installed which make 
radio sets automatically unplayable 
if a window is opened, but he might 
quite reasonably be able to offer 
such palliatives as double windows 
so that his client need not hear the 
noises created by nearby radio sets. 

It is interesting to note that the 
model building bye-laws do not, as 
they probably should, give any re- 
quirements or even guidance relating 
to noise between buildings, espec- 
ially terrace houses and adjoining 
flats. The problem is a difficult one 
but, since noise not only has a 
serious effect on health it certainly 
affects the occupiers reasonable 
enjoyment of the use of the building, 
it cannot be said to be a matter 
outside the scope of the Public 
Health Act 


It is also interesting to note a 
remark made by Mr. Cutbush that 
there seemed to be no independent 
consultants, other than the Building 
Research Station, to whom archi- 
tects and industrialists could turn 
for advice, except advice on the 
subject of the application of 
absorbent materials. The Building 
Research Station has certainly de- 
voted time and money to the prob- 
lem of noise, but it would seem that 
the subject has become of such 
importance, being fundamental, that 
the Station should have money and 
staff to spend on it at least equal to 
that devoted to materials with 
which to build. One is tempted to 
wonder also whether the Road Re- 
search Laboratory has spent any 
time and thought on the question 
of the possibility of making roads 
themselves sound absorbent and not, 
as they generally are, high reflective 
of noise. 

Even in the home, which is a 
sphere where architects could help 
greatly, noise seems to have in- 
creased considerably in the last few 
years. Newly built houses, even in 
more expensive categories, appear 
to be far more noisy than their 
equivalents of 50 years ago; surface 
finishes seems to be harder and con- 
sequently reflect noise more notice- 
ably and one finds problems such as 
the use of thermoplastics tiles on 
concrete sub-floors on which tables 
with plastics tops are placed and on 
these tables china is, in its turn 
placed on tablecloths without thick 
underfelts. It may be also that 
carpets are fewer and often thinner, 
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curtains are thinner and less exten- 
sive, and water pipes more numer- 
ous to conduct sound between parts 
of the buildings. One piece of 
apparatus, however, which is_ the 
cause of much noise remains rela- 
tively litthe changed, namely the 
Burlington flushing cistern, which 
today can be eliminated by substitu- 
tion of much less noisy types at so 
little difference in cost. Generally 
however, these changes to the struc- 
ture and the contents do little to 
offset the factors which increase 
noise generally in the surroundings 
of the building 


One of the problems, from the 
architects points of view, seems to 
be that there is available relatively 
little guidance on the subject which 
he can apply towards the control 
and suppression of noise in and 
around the buildings he designs 


The subject is certainly being 
studied to some measure by 
physicists and doctors but not very 
much, it would seem, by designers 
of machines. A contribution which 
the architect could make, if he 
were given sufficient access to the 
findings of the physicists and the 
doctors, is by the closer study of the 
planning of the relationships of 
buildings and parts of buildings to 
one another as these can contribute 
a very great measure of sound les- 
sening 


For architects to achieve good 
results it is desirable that all pos- 
sible data should be made readily 
available to assist them in planning 
At the moment very little authora- 
tive data is available to them except 
that which has appeared from the 
Building Research Station relating 
mainly to the construction of dom- 
estic buildings and schools. Un- 
fortunately, much that the architect 
could do to reduce the effects of 
noise is costly, except when 
improvement may be achieved by 
fundamental planning which ts 
broadly effective only in new build- 
ings. One of the main factors in 
noise reduction appears to be weight 
of construction 

Mr. Cutbush noted that no actual 
mention was made in either of the 
three papers to the particular 
problem of noise in offices, which he 
claimed played an important part in 
industrial efficiency even if it did 
not appear to cause direct medical 
defects. New office buildings could 
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be protected against external noise, 
at least to some measure, by the use 
of suitable construction for walls, 
the use of absorbents on walls and 
ceilings and by installing double 
windows; he pointed out however, 
that double windows would nor- 
mally necessitate mechanical ven- 
tilation which is, unfortunately, 
expensive first cost and 
in running expenses. The internal 
noises, such as those from type- 
writing pools, could be consider- 
ably reduced by the use of 
partitions having adequate weight 
and thickness and installed in a 
manner such as will not intensify 
sound or transmit it to adjoining 
rooms or even buildings and, 
furthermore, the greater use of 
absorbent surfaces is very helpful in 
the rooms housing sources of noise 

As the discussions at Bourne- 
mouth were base’ on Occupational 
Health, there seemed to be little 
opportunity to consider the home 
conditions of industrial workers. In 
this field the publications of the 
Building Research Station do pro- 
vide some assistance in making for 
conditions which should — render 
homes more comfortable but, as 
remarked earlier in this article, there 
remain always the disturbances 
caused by cars, wireless sets, rail- 
ways, acroplanes, church bells and 
the early morning deliveries of milk 
which need treatment at source; 
even the milk problem can be 
handled as there are in existence, in 
other countries at least, containers 
which are not made of glass and do 
not make the same amount of noise 
when placed on the doorstep or in 
the delivery van

St. Pancras Church and 
Parish 


By Charles E. Lee, published by St. 
Pancras Parochial Church Council. 
Price | gn 


PART from the strange anti- 
quarian solecism of its caryatid 
tribunes (not in the original plans but 
added after an enthusiastic visit to 
Athens by the younger Inwood) St. 
Pancras church is one of the many 
whose basic design, with a tower 
rising above an entrance portico, owes 
much to Gibbs’ example set in St. 
Martin in the Fields. In its detail, 
however, it is the noblest achievement 
of the Greek Revival in church archi- 
tecture, being as it were a capriccio of 
the Erecthein and the Tower of the 


Winds. Having recently been heavily 
restored, and reproofed with steel 
members to replace the original 


timbers which had been wrecked by 
dry rot, the interior has also been re- 
decorated so that a colour scheme like 
that put there by the Inwoods has 
replaced the gloomy recolouring of 
the 1880's 


The work has been commemorated 
by bringing out this book, a rich col- 
lection of material at once historic, 
architectural, and purely ecclesiastical. 
From it one well sees how astonishing, 
in the manner of the Middlesex 
country parishes now engulfed in 
London, is the contrast between the 
present time and the insignificance of 
St. Pancras in the past when its main 
population was at Kentish Town and 
when the old parish church, like St. 
Martin's, was “in the fields.” As late 
as 1755, before the making of what is 
now the Euston Road, the tiny church 
was seen as a “romantic” feature in 
a rustic landscape. Mr. Lee, aided 
by several old illustrations, is excellent 
on the old church before it was en- 
larged and transformed 1848 
Despite its small size and humble plan 
it had a respectable Early English 
East window, some Tudor brickwork 
of considerable interest, and a tower 
with an oddly Baroque cap added in 
the seventeenth century. The main 
place of worship was Kentish Town 
chapel; this was rebuilt in 1784 to 
designs by James Wyatt, and is most 
fortunately illustrated in this book. 
The building, in 1819-22, of a new 
church is fully described, with a crop 
of unfortunate mistakes and mis- 
spellings about the Erectheum (which 
was nor contemporary with Pericles), 
and the passages about the latest, and 
very costly, work, are a_ classic 
warning against inadequate mainten- 
ance and inspection, and the disastrous 
dry rot which inevitably follows in 


buildings of about this age.

The Modern Signwriter

HE title of this book might give 

the impression that it has been 
written purely and simply for the 
craftsman who paints the sign. This is 
far from being the case. It is a book 
which could, with profit, be presented 
to every junior as he enters an archi- 
tect’s office or school of architecture, 


before he was introduced to that 
ruination of printing, the stencil 
The signwriters’ art, in its wider 


sense, is one which helps in no small 
degree to make or mar the appear- 
ance of a building. As the Editor 
states in the introduction, “an an- 
nouncement of any kind well spaced 
and clearly written is a source of real 
satisfaction to the eye.” 

Whilst one cannot but agree that 
the purpose of a sign is first and fore- 
most to convey information, there is, 
as this book so admirably sets out, 
ways of conveying this information 
which add dignity to a_ building. 
Legibility, as the contributors of 
the 27 chapters stress, must come first 
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and when they prove by the examples 
given that the Roman Capital is still 
the most readable and the most 
beautiful type of letter yet evolved, 
those of us brought up before the 
days of the stencils will I trust agree. 

The whole emphasis of this book is 
on good lettering and to this end is 


prolifically illustrated. The Editor 
and the six contributors are to be 
congratulated on this production, 


which it is hoped may lead to a better 
appreciation of lettering in relation to 
a building and also to drawings.

Woodworm—Its Biology 
and Extermination 
By N. E. Hickin. Distributed for

NFORTUNATELY the damage 
caused by woodworms grows in 
quantity and importance year by year 
and in some way affects almost all of 
us. Only a few publications, mainly 


in the form of pamphlets from 
D.S.1.R. and the British Museum, are 
available for the information and 


guidance of the timber technologist 
and user, the furniture maker, antique 
dealer and the layman owning timber 
products thus this very complete dis- 
sertation on the subject is most 
welcome. 


The author is one of the leading 
entomologists in the country and, 
having spent a lifetime devoted to the 
study of timber decay and its cure, 
his book is therefore technically very 
sound and the advice given capable 
of practical application 

The opening chapter, although very 
brief, discusses the many factors and 
agencies which cause the destruction 
of wood and ends by drawing special 
attention to the ravages caused by the 
several varieties of woodworm. It is 
not always appreciated that Furniture 
Beetle, Lyctus and Death Watch 
Beetle are commonly found out-of- 
doors and that the common furniture 
beetle flies and thus enters buildings 
easily. 

The series of following chapters ts 
each devoted to one type of wood- 
worm and discuss in detail how each 
is identified, the species of timber 
liable to attack and the features of 
which account needs to be taken for 
control. 


Chapter 8 sets out clearly the con- 
trol measures necessary and also the 
methods of extermination. It is very 
helpful guidance to everyone from the 
specialist to the householder since it 
sets out and illustrates appliances, 
methods and materials in a simple 
and easily understood way. 


The book is concise, pleasantly 
written and illustrated, and can be 
thoroughly recommended

BA.21 alloy (BS/GE NS4), all wela- 
ing being by the Argon-are process 
Support to the steeple is provided by 
a hidden steel structure. The cross 
itself is leaf gilt while the rest of the 
aluminium has a natural finish. The 
height of the steeple above the tower 
coping is approximately 38ft, while 
the width across the base is 9ft 
James Longley & Co. Ltd., Crawley, 
were the main contractors. 
Ultrasonic Testing of Welding 

After several months of experimen- 
tation with various types of non- 
destructive weld tests, the consulting 
engineers for the Toronto General 
Hospital extensions, Messrs. Wallace- 
Carruthers & Associates, have 
specified that ultrasonic testing be 
used. Experiments were carried out 
by Canadian Inspection & Testing Co.
